ripe. They are mnch prized here in 
late winter and spring, after the 6r^ 
anges are gathered, as they make a 
delicious drink, preferred by many 
tolemonade. pnly..'a ,tew trees are 
found on anyplace, and, in fact, com- 
pared "with the orange, are very 
scarce. They Bel1 rettday herfe iin 
market for 5 cents each. They are 
more tart than an- orange, and much 
more fully filled with juice. Some 
Of them will weigh from one'to tw* 
pounds. Lemons are not grownj es* 
tensively here in this .latitude, .as 
they and limesjare much Jnore : ten- 
der than the orange tree, and: are pf-, 
ten killed toy the frosts, but they will^ 
grow.here, and often bf»ar;-,- a iefo, 
trees are often in the ;yards .around; 
the dwellings. When- left to grow 
Up bushy, and in a gjoop, or duster 
of small trees together they wilrbear 
better than when trimmed, up like 
the orange. The banana plant grows 
here very luiuriantly, and 'iff found 
in a majority of thegardehsor some- 
where on the premises. When it 
first comes out of the ground it looks 
very much like a large calla lily 
plant, only larger. / It will continue 
to grow till it attains the height of 
10 to 12 feet,;pntting out leaves that, 
are three or four feet in length and 
six inches broad, growing from the 
end of the stalk like corn leaves. The 
main stem will often be four or five 
inches in diameter where it comes out 
of the ground. After about 18 months 
thestem for the fruit will, come out 
of the top of the plant, similar to the 
tassel of corn, only for the heaviness 
of the bud, and I suppose from the 
nature of the plant it bends over. 
The bud is shaped nearly like a beef's 
heart, and composed of purple leaves; 
inside of each leaf is a miniature 
bunch of bananas. As it grows the 
first leaf will open and the young 
bananas appear; thestem will grow 
a litOe in length *and? another loaf 
will open and another cluster of fruit 
appear, and so on .until the bunch'of 
bananas is full; so that the bunches 
of fruit that commence to put out 
early in the spring yet have the buds 
on the end of the branch. Of ten the 
frnit blasts in the stem, and then there 
will be a vacant place left on the atom, 
but it will continue to grow and open, 
and so on. After the stalk has borne 
frnit it needs to be cut off close to 
the ground ,or it'will decay of itself 
and around it will come a half-dozen 
suckers, or i other stalks, and grow 
up, so that from one;'stalk in a few 
years will grow a cluster of stalks of 
a dozen or more. They increase very 
rapidly and are very tenacious of 
life. One of the suckers, or small 
stalks (f large as a man's arm can 
be cut off so that a few tit the roots 
or fibers will remain on it and it can 
be removed and planted almost any 
time of the year. They Kke' .moist 
places but: will grow on any soil 
Many people set them around ponds 
or low places, and also to hide un- 
sightly places as they make a dense 
growth of large leaves and thick 
clusters of stalks. The pomegran- 
ate grows finely brae. It grows on 
a bush something like a quince bush 
and also resembles a quince- some- 
what in shape, is a bright red when 
ripe, is filled' with seeds which are 
covered with a, sort of jelly. They 
are very tart and make a nioft drink. 
The taste resembles that of ripe cur- 
rants. The qnava is another fruit 
which grows. heije but .not tot such 
perfection as farther south where it 
grows to be a tree; here it is 8 abrub. 
The frnit is somewhat like a lemon 
in shape, but soft and filled witt *
